CaiOAOO, Ang. 8.— The police have at 
lost obtained a partial confettion from 
Pat Qninlan, tlie janitor of Holmes' 

••cBstlf," and have, tli<-y bcliovo posi- 
tive evidence tliufc Bpiijainin F. Piotzel 
waa mardei'ed in tins city by Holmes 
uiid the corpse sent to i'hiladclphia. 

1 he coiifessidu was wonui-d ont of 
tlie ((^uiiilaiis by lueaiis of a tip given 
tlie Im al olticers by Detect ivo (Tcycr of 
Philadelphia, wlio arrived lu this city 
ye.-.teiduy. I'he exact nature of the 
8tory toid by the Quinlaiis the police 
will not reveal, and lu fact Chief 
Badenooh oud Inspector Fitzputrick 
huve both denied that Cjniulau or his 
Wife made any coufessiou at all. 

Motwithgtaudiug the denial of the 
poUoe, however, it is posuivcly known 
Uiat (j^^iuiau made and signed a uou- 
lemon, because it was left where ()aiu- 
lau'n Biffiiutare on the docnuieut uould 
oe seen, aithongh that anhjeot matter, 
nwldr vrnioh he wrote his name could 
liot be aicertained. Jjast uight, liow- 
ever, it was learned that a ooafessiou 
was made ooveriAg all the details of the 
murder of Pietiei with the exctoptiaa of 
the actual plaoe in which die onne waa 
uommiited. This the poUoe declare they 
Will loou have, and they deulai-e that 
i>j Aug. 5 (hey wiil have iudisputable 
mfteuoe that Pretzel came to his end 
Uuoajfrh tlie direct agency of U. H. 
Holmes.

What took piJice between them no 
one knows bat Cnief baueiiuch, and his 
aeteutives are nearer a solution of the 
Holmes' mysiery man tiiey w«r<j ever 
beiore. Ihe uhief now has proof 
positive th.it Mrs. Conner and Pcai'l, 
uer daughter, or Cora (jaiuian, w^ere 
mni'dereu iu the boiiduiK while the 
mo'wuer was iu liis employ. Jir. Quiu* 
fatu has given iuformaiitm wirhin the 
last i4 hours waiuii bi'WijS the caarge of 
murder nearer to Uolme* than it has 
been iu Cmoago at uuy time since tlic 
oaseopeued. 

Qmulau and his wife, while demon- 
•tratiuff to tue police they were at no 
time guilty of the crime of murder 
themseive», have mode odtttssioiis by 
which the chief oonld use them on the 
vtiiud as valua'ole witnesses ugainst 
HoiiucA iu proving that Mrs. Conner 
and a child were made away with by 
Holmes for the parjxise of secnnug in- 
surance wiiieh Mrs. Conner ooi-iied on 
her life in favor of iier ttKtigiMr, or in 
wiiu h Cora t^niniau's life cut an im- 
]<oMaiit li-,;ure. r mcher, Qoiufaiu aud 
ills wife have proved lo the i>Ollce that 
iMrs. t'oniier 'was so well aware of the 
tic hriiies wn.ch Holiue.x was operatin;^ 
that ir bei.iinc ncn ^s.uj- for Uoxiaes lo 
pat the woiiiau out of the Way. 

JSlis. Conner's body was disposed of 
by burial within the castle so:.iewiiere 
close lo the hi«)t wiiero Pearl's su|>po.sed 
bu<ly was found. The pulieo have not 
cea.Ked tlieir eti'oris to Imtl ilie bottom 
of the basement aud uncover her re- 
mains. 

I'ai t^uiulau and his wife have ad- 
mitteti, iiariialJy, tlio woman more tliau 
till! man, l;:aL a business in receiving 
and iu--posiiig of dead bodies, stolen 
from eoiiiitrv graveyards, was e.irried 
OJ ill llie i .isclf luider the direi'tloli of 
Holmes. Tlie gr.iveyarils of ilie west- 
ern portion of Michigan, (ir.iiid Haven, 
Bouth Haven, Muskegon, Holland, St. 
Boe, the Bay, Lakota, ancient places, 
with veaoraoio gi-aves were despoiled 
of bodies and eorflus. The bodies were 
brought to the castle, cheiuically treat- 
ed and then dispo.sed of to ute< ileal col- 
leges. The oottiuH wore remade tiy 
(juiulan, Pietssol aud Holmes, relineii 
aud disposed of to undertakers at a fair 
profit. 

*'We have sufficient evidence to keep 
Holmes in prison tor the remainder of 
his natural days," said Detective (ieyer, 
"without charging liim witii muraor. 
Should he by u leonnicality escape the 
oonsphraoy ohovge' in Philadelphia, 20 
warrants on other charges are ready to 
be served on him. The Toronto charge 
of morder is the strongest one against 
him. and if he is taken there he will 
probably be hanged. As to all the Chi- 
cago charges there is only the proof that 
he was a sVriuAler. I bdiere it wiU be 
finally shown that he did moirdiBr Mrs. 
Conner and the fwo Williams girls.

liavo been iocatod. Jasper Richardson, 
the expressman, wanted t*) back up the 
testimony of M. Ci. Chappeil, Holmes' 
"bcmerigger," is not dead, as reported. 
Richardson corroborates Chappell's 
story. He has told the police all he 
knows uf holmes' trathc iu mysterioui 
packages aud boscs, and beside, the ex- 
press companies' receipts in the Wash- 
ington street office show just liow niueh 
work Holmes had doii<! in the year?; 
l!:iUl-98 and. where the "packages" he 
handled were deUvered. 

The new witness said he did not 
know what those packages contained at 
the time they were handled. To the 
police he hod made no revelations, but 
since Chappeil says this trafllc was in 
dead men^s bones, Richardson says he is 
quite prepared to believe it. The nam- 
ber of these trips to the Wallace street 
hou.se, he adds, can not be contained iu 
20 calls nor 80. 

"I remember this special patronage 
very well," said Richardson. "Holmes 
MUt these boxes all over the city at 
times to physicians aud medic.il siu- 
dents and again to the hospitals dire.'t. 
A good part of statT WG also took to the 
various depots. He received a good 
many consignmejits liinisi if from other 
p)int8. The boxes handled, as i i Miieui- 
ber tliPiii, were strong and tight ami 
there were also Well-he, ided baiiois iii 
numbers. I don't reiiie:iib«'r seeing that 
old trunk Ciiappell turiK-ii up, nor do I 
lecall .my trips to dump stntF in the 
laKe, I guess Holmes had use fur most 
everytiiing he h.iiiulrd without tluow-

Trrrb ttAUTK, lad., Ang. 8.— The 

•alied convention of the Indiana bi- 
tuminous miners met in this city yes- 
terday. Every local branch iu tlie 
state was represented, aud sevcraJ mat- 
ters not pertaining to the w.ige question 
were dLsotused. The most important 
festttre of the oonveutiou was action 
ui>on the ohaiwns preferred ugainst 
State President rqxcell aud Secretary 
Kennedy. 

The ctiarges were brought by the Star 
City local, composed of 85 members, aud 
the action was because the president re- 
fused to oall out the Clinton miners, 
who were worklug ouder a special 
agreement fer 51 cents per tdb. The 
president rexnied to oomj^Iy ^ith tne 
btar City miners' request because the 
wa^'es paid at Grape Creek. Ills., just 
across the state line, would enable those 
miners to secure the contracts hereto 
foie hel l by' Clinton. When the charge.^ 
\v > re preferred President Puroeil de- 
tended his action, aud then he. Secre- 
tary Kennedy and the entire executive 
board teudered tlieir resignations. On 
.1 vote boiiu taken tlie delegates refused 
to accept the i-esignotions by a majority 

of 2b to 14.

THE SHOT PROVING FATAL. 

William JuliiiHoii DyiiiK "f u liullet l irril 
liy Un sinlcr. 

B&&UL, Ind., Aug. ^i^Iuteuse ex- 
citement was created In darmouy, tliis 

county, when the atie:c;iag physician.-, 
of William .)ohn>oii, wii o was sliot by 
Ills sister, -M s, ir I S; ipha ta, ou las 
TuesiUiy, announced that he wa- ihin- 
geruu-^iv wounded, and that, iii ill 
probability, he will die, Tlie aniiouuco- 
ment was a surpiise to liis frlellu^, as it 
was believed that he was recover. iig. 

Mrs, Stapieton, who is now in jail, 
awaaiug I he result of her brother s in- 
jury, is a well known character m tins 
city. A shor^ time ago sue appeared in 
court and testilied that her husband 
(who is tJ» years old, wliile she is i^ut 
lU; haa bewitched her, and that, as a 
consequence, she Was satfAriug untold 
agony. Mrs. Stapieton was a bride of 
only a few weeks when she made this 
auiiuaaoement. So persistent wore her 
declarations tiiat she had been 
witched that it created no little excite- 
ment at the time, and so badly was her 
mind affected by the hallucination that 
for some Ume physidaua thought she 
would die. 

AN UNUSUAt CASK.

Ku ii.MoNo, Ind., Aug. a. -The case of 
Joseph Revelee of Milton, who was shot 
by William Sipples ou the 30th of last 
February, is nothing short of remark- 
able. The bullet from btipples' revolv- 
er entered the abdomen of Reverlee, 
jieneiratiiik' the ba.se of the right lung. 
The aiicmiiii^ physicians stated that he 
could uoi recover and i hut death would 
ensue within 21 hoars. 

However, Hevelett still lives, though 
it is coiisiden'd vei_\ straii,'e tliat iio 
do«>s. Tlie right liiiig and ol her organs 
are solidifying, owing to iiillaiiimatiou, 
and tlie heart has been pushttd from its 
normal lesiiiig place to a position on 
the right side of the body. Revelee is 
unable t ) move but very little, and ho 
takes scai'cciy any iioiirishmenr. The 
physicians consider it a very interesting 
case, and developments are watched 
with great iiiteiesi, .iltlioiigli it is cer- 
tain that he can not live a great wliile.

Almost evcy ucaiaiid wa-- 
granted and the operators have a writ- 
ten guarantee for their fulfillment of t]:c 
contract. The papers were signed la-^t 
night which increases the wages ot 
100,003 miners in Pennsylvania, Olitu, 
Indiana and' Illinois.

An evidence of this come yesterday, 
when W. P. Rond of Chicago offered to 
abolish his company store at Ueisiu:!?, 
Pa., aud ugreea to loan the miuers 
enough ukoney to opei-ate it ou u co- 
operiitive basis. 

As another result of the oompromiso 
the operators propose tO faritt a new us- 
uoclatiou on differeut lines fiom the oid 
one, and every operalor in the disiiic; 
will be iuclnded in its membership. 

Practically nil the credit lortnevic 
tory is being given to tSeeretary-Xnuis- 
urer Pat .Mcdridc, who mappett out the 
entire ca.iip.iign.

The Flaglers and other families i:i th.> 
vicinity have been .innoyed greatiy of 
liiti I \ Imys stealing tlicir fruit and 
damaging the ivees of their gardens. 
Yesterday Miss Fi.igler discovere.l 
young < Ireen on the lencp stealing 
fruit aim liied at him from tin' secoud- 
story wind )W, The bull, t en!>'reil his 
ritlit breasr. and i..i<sing riirough ids 
body, inlia ti-d a wound that ca ised 
death in a short time. M.'^^ Flagler 
went to police liead<iuart^rs iir.^l :;ave 
herself into cu.'t.Kly. .She is ,.'s year» 
old and an attractive and accom|ili<hed 
woman. Kriust (ireen is a son of D.ck 
(iieeii, well 'khowii to puiilic men as one 
of Secret, iry Ciriisle s lue^-^ 'iigers. 

A coroner s jury was impaiieied and 
an inquest held. Miss Flagler was 
called to the witness stand ami 
made a stntomeiit. The boys had 
l)een shaking the trees an<l stealing 
fruit from their yard, and one day la.Ht 
week she hred into the road. Some 
clothes drying on the line \vere recently 
stolen, aud as there were so many boys 
around she presumed that some of them 
were the thieves. Yesterday morning 
she heard the branches of the pear tree 
rnstling. She ran to her room and got 
her revolver from the bureau drawer. 

She continued: "I fired in a harry, 
aiming dt the toad, and most hnvo hit 
the boy then. I went to the side w l- 
dow, where I could see them ruuuing ap 
the road, and there I found both he 
window and Icreett dowu. I knev. i: 
woidd take too long to raise it. so I ri-i 
back to the other Mruidow aud flre«l int i 
the air. Then Maiie, my maid, said 
that I had shot a boy. 

"The IMt day I shot at tl^i boys was 
on Monday, aod then I called after 
them aud toU them the next time I 
would shoot at them, uieaning only to 
frighten thoiu." 

After coiif.'mng over the t"-tim iiiy, 
the jury c.iin • to ihe following verdict: 

"We find that the siid Krin'sr Orc"ii 
came to Ins de.uli by a bullet tired fr.)!ii 
a pistol, held in the hands ol Elizaiwrli 
^1. Flagler, but we do not think tiiat 
she did it with murderous intent. We 
believe th.it the shots were fired c.ire- 
les>ly and indirt'ercMi iy, but ui'oii t le 
evidence, we c in not iio.d her. '

Tasas Fevnr. 

Gbkbmcabtuc, Ind., Aug. The 
sanitary board are trying to fix the re- 
sponsibility for the iutroduotiou of Tex- 
as fever among tlie native herds of Put- 
nam and Hendricks counties. The in- 
fected cattle were brought here from 
Tennessee. Fifteen head of cattle have 
died of the disease, the deAths being 
confined us nsoal to the native herds 
exclusively. AU of the esposeJ cattle 
have been qaarantined« but additional 
los^s anticipated.

There is a iierceptible halt which may 
deceive if attributed to wrong causes. 
Trade two months late in spring, 
pushed forwaril in .Inly a largo .share of 
business be. jn^ |p to April ^ .'Vlav. 
•Seeing a rusli ot ...ders ou! iliiie, 
iiian.v imagine 1 it would coiiiiuue. and 
hurried to give otlie:' orders. The jam 
of two months' business into one aired 
prices. Then other orders came to an- 
ticipate a farther rise. But the mid- 
summer halt was inevitable, and it is 
yet somewhat uncertain how much im- 
provement will appear after it. 

The crop »f corn promises to be the 
largest ever grown, and is almost out of 
harm's way. The crop of wheat ap- 
pears from later accounts perhapa 30,« 
000,000 bushels smaller than was ex« 
pected a month ago, and had the best 
hopes been realized it would have been 
more than 100,000,000 bushels short of a 
full crop. Cotton has lost a little, aud 
more peiople seem to believe iu 7,500,000 
bales than believing in 8,000,000 a 
monht ago. 

Larger stocks than Mrere immediately 
wanted have been taken by traders, as 
uriues was advancing, and these tend to 
ifanit future oidersT 

The general advance in many pro- 
ducts also oanses reluctance to purchase, 
and the distribution of the post half 
year has been in part to make up for 
stocks and iudividual supplies depleted 
during two years of economy. On the 
other liand there has beeu enormous in* 
creases in the working force and a con- 
sider. iblo increase in wages paid, which 
eu.ibles people to buy more freely. 
.Strikes ol some importauce appe.ir, but 
do not yet threati'ii to last long, though 
a strike of coal miners may for a time 
affect business somewhat extensivelv. 
The hoix'fnl spirit prevailing in nearly 
all luariiets may tind its warrant in 
spite of some shortage iu crops. 

For the first time since the rise in 
prices of iron products bi'gaa there have 
bven so. lie conci.'.ssioiis to retain busi- 
ness, and cliorts of new works to get or- 
ders tend to cneck the advance, lu spite 
of this the geuer.il .iverage of prices is a 
shade higher, bar having risen relative- 
ly moiv' than mill iron has declined. 
The market for pig iron is quiet, and on 
the whole remarkably strong, with the 
prospect of an increased output. Fin- 
ished products are geuerally strong 
with more demand than can at present 
be met for phites and for bar. The 
structural demand continues large, in- 
cluding 3,0<iO tons for one new building 
at One Hundred and Twenty-eighth 
street, but tne expected demand for raiUi 
is yet delayed. 

Great speculation in copper stocks 
has brought out some extravagant state- 
ments of demand and profits, but 11 8-4 
has been paid in some caaea for lake, 
aud the consuming demand is aotnally 
heavy. Tin has remained strong in 
spibB of large arrivals, and visible stocks 
u,ooo tons larger thtm usual, and lead is 
stronger in tone. 

Bu.siness in cotton goods has been the 
largest in July for several years, but 
not large as to new orders. A further 
advance of 1 1-4 cents per yardhasbeen 
made with mediate demand for some 
bleached and brown goods, and prices 
are firm for sheets and drills, while col- 
ored cottons are quiet with occasional 
advances. Sales of wool have been only 
0,07^,400 p^ninds for the week, against 
y,:m,40t) in 181*2. 

Wheat suddenly rose cents ou bad 
reports of condition, but has dropped 
all the gaiu, as the scantiness of ex- 
ports is felt, shipments in .July having 
been only 3,49o,0o4 bushels, flour in- 
cluded, from .V'laiitic ports, against 
9,Hf5.'),(i8;{ last year. Western receipts 
coutiiiiie very Miiall, and farmers ap> 
pear to be holding lor higher prices. 

Corn is a shade stronge^ althoogh 
the reports are ilecidedly favoi'able. 

Cotton has risen an eighth iu price, 
wlioUj' on b.iil condition reports, but at 
the lowest estimate the year's yield 
with stmrks carried over will exceed the 
world's denianil. 

Heavy sales of coal are reported at 
prices at least 70 cents below the cir- 
cular, and the market is mnch demoral- 
ized, with fear of auction sales. 

Failures for rlie week have been 261 
in the United States, against 230 last 
year, aud -M in Canada, against 44 last 
year.

A fkw Fifnret That ProT* In- 

tsresting to the Voters in tha ' 
Present Oampaign. 

"On the suhject of pauper counties and 
witneM fee* and things belonging to the 
government of Kentucky the rash Louis* 
ville Commercial made the serioos mis- 
take of imagining that the reports of the 
Auditor of State were sealsd books," re- 
marks the Covington Commonwealth. 

"Somethings there are in them, how- 
ever, which the Commercial will not 
publish for they are commentaries on the 
methods of Republican officials not com- 
plimentary to the Republican party 
which is seekUig to oontrol the State 
government. 

"There are 119 counties in Kentucky 
of which 81 gave majorities for Cleve- 
land, and 38 gave majorities for Harrison. 

"Of the 81 Democratic counties 36 con- 
tribute a net revenue to the State of 
ti63,316.91. Of the 39 Republican coun- 
ties only two rontril)Ute(l a revenue to 
the i>tate treasury. They are the coun- 
ties of Christian and Oarrard, and their 
contribution was ?n,4'M>— less than2 per 
cent, of the total revenue. 

"Of the counties under Democratic 
governineiit 41 p»'r cfiit. ;irt> 5i)!\>iit. 

"Of the counties uii.itT liepiil)iican 
>;overninent .5 per cent, are solvent. 

"The financial system of Kentucky 
should be chanited, radically, and eacb 
c )unty made to hear its own expenses for 
witness fees, record books, examining 
courts and all other items now the fruit- 
ful sources of fraa I. 

''But the difference between the Dem- 
ocratic net revenue of 99S2,S91 from the 
Democratic counties and the Republican 
revenue uf $ll,4!i0 and the fact th4l of 
the 38 Republican counties only two are 
abl«» to siip])ort thoniselve^, are not cir- 
-c mutanceH to warrant the people of 
Kentucky turning over the government 
of the State to the RepQblioan party." 

"Out of a total net revenue contributed 
1o the State treasury the sum of $11,490 
is eantributed by the Republican coun- 
ties of Christian an<l Garrard.

And Probably Fatally Wounded by 
One of Hla Tananta Barlf

Hiram T. Warder, a well-known farmer 
residing near Orangeburg, was shot and 
probably fatally wounded about 0 o'clock 
this morning by (teorge Waphburn. 

Washburn ia a tenant on Warder's 
farm. Thia morning's quarrel waa not 
the first one between the two. They 
hail trouble yesterday, and Washburn 
claims Warder followed him some dis- 
tance with a pistol. 

Early thia morning the quarrel was 
renewed and the shootin/ following. It 
w.i^ not learned whether there were any 
witnesses of the atfray or not. Another 
tenant who was at work elsewhere on 
the hrm says there were five or aix ehots 
fired. 

Warder was shot tiirough the lungs 
and near the heart, and hla woonds will 
probably prove fatal. 

Full particulars of the shooting and as 
to the extent of the wounds, however, 
have not yet been ascertained. Dr. 
Shaekleford was summoned to the 
wounded man's side at an early hour. 

From wb.at has been learned, the 
trouble originated over a trivial matter. 
Warder missed a plow-line a few days 
ago and accused Washburn's son of steal- 
ing it. 

Mr. Warder was formerly Sheriflf of 
Lewie County. A report is current 
that his wounds had proved fatal, but he 
waa atill alive at last accounts.
